MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 
SUBJECT: Revision of NSC 5412/1 

There is attached, for your consideration, a draft memorandum 
which discusses the procedures which might be adopted after the PCG 
is abolished at the end of this year. This memorandum has been 
read and approved by Frahk Wisner and Dick Bissell. At a meeting 
of the PCG Alternates on October 18, there was consideration of 
this subject. Dick Bissell made suggestions which are consistent 
with my attached memorandum which appeared to be satisfactory to 
the representatives of State and Defense, Language consistent with 
my attached draft amendments are included on page 2 of the longest 
attachment which Nelson Rockefeller sent to you for PCG approval. 

If the general line of the proposed amendment to 5412/1 is 
satisfactory to you, you may wish to sign the attached letter to 
Rockefeller. The only point I might mention is that if Rockefeller 
resigns as Vice-Chairman (as he proposes to) and Gordon Gray sits 
as the Defense Alternate, you will preside at meetings when Mr, Hoover 
is absent. That would help the meetings considerably, but I should 
point it out.

I. Btesitgroand 

1. The P l a n n ing Coordination Grotq^ wm aata3»U»ke4 within the 
framework of the OCB by letter of the President of March 10, 1955. 
The Grog's functians and com|iositlo& are deacr&ed in the Budget 
Director** memorandnm to the President of March 3, uMch the 
President approved March 4. subject: '^Coordination of Sconomic, 

Psychological, FoUticad Warfare, and Forei^ Information Activities. 
Z. Paragraph 3 a of tl« Badget Director's memorandum states 
that the Plaomlag Coordination Group should report directly to the 
Chairman of OCB, who would from time to time transmit progress 
reports of the Group to the President through the National Security 
Council. Accordingly, this report is submitted with the request that 
it he so transmitted. 

B. Report 

3. The Planning Coordination Group was envisioned as a 
mechasdsm to meet tihe continuing need in Government to hsfuse 
dynamic, new imaginative ideas in plans and programs to Implement 
mttional security p^cies, to diagnose precisely how best to meet the 
over-all problems of a given country or area, lo bring Inm balance 
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an aapccts of * problem mad ^ rmm&nxcmm «riddUa>l« to eolvs it, maud 
to Und mrmy offoctivoly to oatillse U.S. prlvato org«aiBatio&* and 
ioTmlga prnMicmsid privmto iadividuals aad groiq;>8. Tfeo Grotip w« to 
aid ia ^vetopiag plaaidiag 1m hGlh overt aad covert fields suad to advise 
and assist itoe responsible t^erating i^eacies in the coordinated dev^op- 
ment of ^Ums programs to carry ovd those natioiad secnrity policies 
appropriate to its fancttons. After seven months* esperl^mce, it is clear 
to the four mtanbers of the Group that these are valid continuing objectives 
but that the Fiaiming Coordination Grotp mechanism will not be able to 
acctoxiplish them, and tiiat. ether means shotdd be sought to imhteve these 
{directives. The Group toer^ore recommends that the President sbollsh 
the Piamsdsg C<tordination Grosp effective December M, 19S5. 

4. Jfhs Planning CoerdhMKtion Grocp sms also given specific 
responsibtilties for being advised of and channeiing sii^port to maj^r 
covnrt prograaui (KSC 5412/1} and for being the coordtoatibog agency 
for the statements policy in NSC 5505/ 1 and J©C 5502/1. 

a. B.especting covert operations , the Group recommends 

that the President a|iprove that NSC 5412/ 1 be amended so as to 
s^stitute ther^ for toe Pltoming Coordination Grot)^ toe ri^re- 
sentative of the Pr eeideat on the OCB and the designated repre- 
sentative of the Secretary of State and the Secretory of Defense 
riderred to in paragri^pfa 4. a. of NSC 5^2/1. 
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b. Respecting the coordtaetion of HSC 55@5/ the OGB 
lute fo^wftT^d to the Special Aesletaat foT National Security 
Afinlra the GHro«^*e recommendation that that policy eiat«ment 
(as well as the related poUcy statement in NSC 174) shodd he 
reviewed by the NSC Planning Board in the light of and st;hsiK|oent 
to the pacing revision 55^. By DecombeT SI, l$55, the 

Qrovi> win have BvOxmitted to tee l^C a report c« actions taken to 
implement NSC 55©5/i and an on^e plan of operatlona to effect 
further integration of effort in this field. The Gtovsp recommends 
flj^kt tee President designate the OCB as tee coordteaHag agency 
for the statements of policy in NSC 5iS5/l sad NSC 174 sfiective 
December 11, If 55. 

c. Respecting tee coordination of NSC 5S02/1, the Gro)^ 
recommends teat the President designate OC3B as the coordinating 
agency effective December 31, If 55.
